WORLD class musicians could be set 
to flock to the city after plans for the 
county’s first purpose-built music 
centre were unveiled by renowned 
composer Sir Peter Maxwell Davies. 

Sir Peter has agreed to be a patron of the new 
£8 milli on centre at Christ Church University, 
which will include a 350-seater concert hall, as 
well as rehearsal and practice rooms. 

Designed from the ground up to be perfect for 
both practice and performance, the centre is 
expected to attract some of the biggest names in 
classical music to the city, and provide Christ 
Church students with one of the best music facil¬ 
ities in the South East. 

Project leader Professor Grenville Hancocks 
said: “The nearest thing to this is probably the 
Wigmore Hall in London. It’s incredible really, 
that such a big county as Kent has nothing like 
this at all. People talk about London being close 
by but that’s rubbish, we need something here.” 

What makes the centre unique is its total focus 
on music performance; it has been designed to 
provide the perfect concert space for chamber 
music and soloists. 

Prof Hancocks said: “It has been designed to be 
acoustically excellent with sound isolation so you 
won’t hear what’s going on outside. And from out¬ 
side you also will not be able to hear anything. 

“We will be hosting top international perform¬ 
ers, and the students will benefit from access to a 
top level performance and teaching space for as 
long as they are here.” 

The centre will be used alongside the universi¬ 
ty’s current performance venue, St Gregory’s 
Church, and promises much greater flexibility for 
students and performers alike.

Commuters to pay 
price tor £14m rail 
fine, says Brazier 


MP JULIAN Brazier said 
fining Network Rail - 
which operates and main¬ 
tains the nation’s rail 
infrastructure - is not the 
answer to commuters’ 
woes arguing rail bosses 
should be made to pay. 

The Office of Rail Regulation fined 
Network Rail a record £14 million for 
the late running of engineering works 
after the New Year holiday period. 

In a parliamentary debate last 
week, Mr Brazier accused the 
Government of “missing the point” as 
far as rail services were concerned, 
and criticised them for imposing 
the fine on the rail company, arguing 
it would only make matters worse. 

The Tory MP said: “How will it help 
rail capacity to take £14m out of 
Network Rail’s budget? That fine, 
imposed on a public sector body, can 
only hit rail users. Would it not have 
been better to stop the £75,000 
bonus to the chief executive, or the 
18 per cent rise for the directors?” 

Yet the Parliamentary Under¬ 
secretary of State for Transport, Tom 
Harris, said Mr Brazier had misun¬ 
derstood the situation. 

He said: “The Hon Gentleman will be 
disappointed to be reminded once 
again that the Department for 
Transport has no say over whether the 
Office of Rail Regulation imposes a fine 
on Network Rail. That should be a mat- 
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ter for the independent rail regulator. 

“The Hon Gentleman’s party has 
accused this Government on a num¬ 
ber of occasions of micro-managing 
the railways, but again one of them is 
at the dispatch box telling us that is 
exactly what we should do. The rail¬ 
ways are better run by railway peo¬ 
ple, not ministers.” 

Rail fares increased on January 1, 
with the cost of an annual season 
ticket from Canterbury to London 
increasing by 11.11 percent on last 
year, from £3,132 to £3,480. 

Coupled with punctuality prob¬ 
lems, chronic overcrowding and 
terrible consumer satisfaction rat¬ 
ings, rail watchdogs, both local and 
national, blasted the increases when 
they were announced last year. 

Following the debate, Mr Brazier 
said: “The minister has missed the 
point. The Government has set up a 
situation where, when Network Rail 
messes up, the fine imposed comes 
straight out of the public subsidy. 

‘No-one who caused last Christmas’ 
chaos has lost out, only the poor 
benighted passengers, who will have 
£14m less invested in the rail net¬ 
work on their behalf.” 

Rail passengers have been warned 
by watchdogs to expect above-infla¬ 
tion fare increases until the middle 
of the next decade following the 
Government’s plans to slash state 
subsidy of the railways.

The centre is expected to cost about 
£8m, and with £4m still to raise, the 
university is looking for sponsors to 
provide the extra cash.

Prof Hancocks said: “I expect the 
first concert to be in early 2011. It 
should be open in time to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of the universi¬ 
ty’s existence.” 

Subject to planning approval, the 
centre will be built in the grounds of 
St Gregory’s Church on North Holmes 
Road, which is owned by the universi¬ 
ty and currently used for concerts and 
performances by students and visiting 
musicians.

Father to all three calves is 
31-year-old bull, Jums, from 
Zimbabwe, who has sired nine 
young to date. 


All nine calves have been bom 
at Howletts and this new arrival 
brings the size of the herd to 13. 

Elephant keeper Liz Rickard, 
who was present for the birth, 
said: “The baby is adjusting very 
well to its new surroundings 
and family, gaining the usual 
three to five kilos every week. 

“Her sister, Jara, is still taking 
milk from her mother but she 
doesn’t even seem jealous of her 
new sibling, in fact she shows 
signs of being very protective.

Memory test 
for over 65s 

RESEARCHERS at the University of 
Kent are calling on OAP volunteers as 
part of a pioneering project to help boost 
the memories of elderly witnesses in 
police investigations.

THESE amazing pictures of comets, 
stars, auroras and planets were all 
taken right here on Earth by ama¬ 
teur astronomer John Kemp, who 
helps run the popular East Kent 
Astrological Society. 

Mr Kemp, from Whitstable, said he has been 
fascinated by the universe for as long as he can 
remember, and when an unexpected legacy gave 
him the chance to get a powerful telescope in 
1993, there was no looking back. 

Since then he has travelled as far away as 
Africa to capture images of the night sky, and 
the varied phenomena visible from earth. 

Back home he campaigns against light pollu¬ 


tion, and helped Canterbury council draft its 
planning guidance on outdoor lighting, which is 
designed to minimise the effect lights on the 
ground have in obscuring the night sky. 

He also organises public stargazing sessions, 
held by the society, and although they have fin¬ 
ished until October, there are still monthly lec¬ 
tures and meetings for those interested in get¬ 
ting involved. 

Mr Kemp said: ‘We have about 130 members, 
a monthly lecture at Bridge Village Hall, public 
stargazing at Blean, Walmer, and Folkestone, 
and a magazine called Eclipse which appears 
irregularly about three times a year when the 
editor - me - has enough contributions.”

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FLOODING: Downpours last August caused problems in Whitstable - now steps are being taken to ensure no repeat 

Town urged 
to prepare 
for flooding 


MORE floods are on the way for 
Whitstable, according to the 
Environment Agency, which is 
urging householders to prepare 
for the worst. 

Heavy rain last August left many people in 
the town bailing out water from their homes. 

Blamed initially on an antiquated and fre¬ 
quently blocked drainage system, the prob¬ 
lems continue to remain a threat - exacer¬ 
bated by global warming and rising tides. 

And with thousands of homes in the main 
danger area should the sea walls be 
breached, the Environment Agency was keen 
to highlight the dangers and what steps 
should be taken. 

The agency held a road show at B&Q on 
the John Wilson Business Park on Saturday. 

David Bonner, its regional flood forecasting 
manager, said: “The extreme rainfall that we 
saw in 2007 is likely to become more fre¬ 
quent as we feel the increasing effects of cli¬ 
mate change. 

“Only half the people in the flood warning 
zone in Whitstable have signed up to our 
flood warnings service and it is important 
that all those at risk are kept informed. 

“There are some very simple measures you 
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can take to limit the damage. The roadshow 
was designed to allow people to talk to our 
experts and learn how we can help make 
these vital preparations to protect them, 
their homes and their belongings.” 

The Environment Agency says nearly 
3,000 properties in the town are at risk of 
flooding. 

You can find out if your home is at risk 
from coastal flooding by logging on to the 
Environment Agency’s own website at - 
www.environment-agency.gov.uk. 

According to the site, properties from 
Island Wall through to Tower Parade - and 
as far inland as Belmont Road - could be at 
risk. 

If at risk, you can register for the free 
Floodline Warnings Direct service that pro¬ 
vides flood warnings by telephone, mobile, e- 
mail, fax or pager whenever a flood warning 
is issued in the area. 

The Environment Agency also provides the 
24-hour Floodline 0845 988 1188 service. 
Flood warning information can be obtained 
for the area, or an operator can give advice 
over the phone 24-hours a day.

Trees down as winds 
reach up to 80 mph 

DOZENS of trees have been flattened around 
the district and flood warnings were issued as 
high winds battered Kent this week. 

Police received a number of calls from con¬ 
cerned motorists and householders on Monday 
and Tuesday about trees down or threatening 
to fall in the high winds. 

Whitstable and other coastal areas were on 
flood alert as several factors combined to cre¬ 
ate a serious risk of flooding. 

And since 7.30am on Monday callers were 
reporting tree damage at the top of St 
Stephen’s Hill, Canterbury; Stone Street at 
Petham; Broadway, Waltham; Broad Oak 
Road, Canterbury; Bigbury Road, 
Harbledown; Island Road, Upstreet; Bridge 
Road, Bridge; Westgate Court Avenue, 
Canterbury and Grove Road, Grove. 

Debris falling from a property in Watling 
Street, Canterbury, was also reported. 

Officers were working with the Highways 
Agency and Kent County Council to deal with 
these and other problems. 

Winds reaching speeds of up to 80 miles per 
hour, combined with heavy rain, created haz¬ 
ardous travelling conditions across Kent and 
the Channel. 

Most trains were running at half their nor¬ 
mal speed and buses were put on standby at 
key stations in the event that some rail servic¬ 
es got suspended completely. 

Due to the weather and the SeaFrance offi¬ 
cers’ strike in Calais, Operation Stack was in 
force again on Monday creating further dis¬ 
ruption for freight travelling to the Continent 
and to the county’s motorists.

Q 


How did you get into astronomy in the first place? 


A I’ve always been interested from such an 
early age that I’ve no idea if anything 
prompted it; it just seems to be an innate part of 
my character. But I did very little about it till 
1993 when, at 51,1 blew an unexpected legacy 
on a large telescope, which, though I’ve modified 
and upgraded it since, remains my main instru¬ 
ment. The night sky is very beautiful. Looking 
at it, with naked eye, binoculars, or a telescope, 
is an aesthetic, indeed religious, experience. We 
are losing it, with all the light pollution around 
these days. I’ve been, in a small way, able to 
counteract this by helping draft Canterbury 
council’s supplementaiy planning guidance on 
outdoor lighting. And I’m fascinated by simple 
observations that tell us something very pro¬ 
found about our universe. Consider Olbers’ 
Paradox; if the Universe were infinite and uni¬ 
form, we would see the surface of a star wherev¬ 
er we looked; the whole sky would be as bright 
and hot as the surface of the Sun and we would¬ 
n’t - couldn’t - be here! 

Consider being in the middle of a wood. The 
bigger the wood, the less gaps through to the 
edge you could see. In an infinite wood, you 
would see no sign of blue sky at the edge; same 
reasoning. That doesn’t tell us exactly what the 
Universe is, but it rules out a lot of possibilities. 

Q Can you describe how people react when they look at 
your photos or come to a meeting and look up at the 
stars? 


A People love the photos but I’m pleased to 
say they love the view through the tele¬ 
scope even more. Your first telescopic view of 
Saturn’s rings - or the Moon or the Great 
Nebula in Orion, or a large globular cluster - 
will stay with you and you never tire of seeing 
them. And it’s a privilege to be able to share 
this enjoyment with those without a telescope.

Why do you think people are so fascinated by outer 
[space? 

It puts us in our place. We all need this, 
whether we acknowledge it or not. 

Any advice for aspiring stargazers? 


A Don’t buy a telescope. Not until you’ve seen 
what is around, and have some idea what 
you can do with various types. Come to 
SEKAS’ public observing sessions. There’s a 
lot of rubbish at the lower end of the market, 
but you don’t need to spend a fortune if you 
know what you are doing, and there’s bargains 
secondhand too. In general, don’t give or ask 
for telescopes as presents; it’s far to easy to get 
it wrong. You need to choose your own when 
you’ve saved up and know what you are doing. 
If you buy secondhand wisely, you can sell for 
what you paid for it if you need to. 


Q 


What is your most interesting shot to date? 

It is the crash of fragment G from comet 
Shoemaker-Levy 9 onto Jupiter in July 


1994. It was, for me, just before the digital age 
and was taken on Kodachrome film using a 
one second exposure at prime focus through 
my telescope. No-one knew what to expect 
from this unprecedented event. 

Many professionals thought nothing would 
be seen, at least by amateurs. As it was, we saw 
it all happen with our own eyes, and quickly 
swapped eyepieces for camera bodies. The 
image of Jupiter was less than 2mm across on 
the slide, but has benefitted enormously by 
recent scanning and computer-enhancement. 
The brown dust cloud from the impact is very 
clearly visible, along with the cloud belts that 
run parallel to Jupiter’s equator. 


Q 


What equipment do you use to get your shots? 


A I have a Newtonian reflector with a ten-inch 
mirror, a typical piece of kit for the serious 
amateur. It is on a mount which drives it to keep 
pace with the Earth’s rotation - essential for 
photography - and has a computer handset 
which helps point to chosen objects, and is also 
essential for objects that move against the star¬ 
ry background - all the solar system objects - 
Sun, Moon, planets, and comets. My most diffi¬ 
cult shots are taken with my cheapest camera - 
£30! - and a cheap webcam for which special 
techniques have been developed for planetary 
photography at very high magnification. 
Amateurs are leading the way here, and one, 
Christopher Go in the Philippines, has been 
roped in by the Hubble team to image Jupiter 
when Hubble is too busy with other things.

jCfk Demand your 
fea? doctor is clean 


PATIENTS and visitors have been 
urged to challenge doctors, nurses 
and other healthcare professionals 
if they think they have failed to 
wash their hands. 

As part of KOS Media’s campaign to pro¬ 
mote hand hygiene in hospitals, healthcare 
centres and at home and work, this week the 
award-winning publisher is asking - have you 
washed your hands? 

James Nash, a consultant microbiologist and 
director of infection control and prevention at 
East Kent Hospitals Trust, was asked if people 
should feel confident enough to challenge 
NHS workers about hand hygiene. 

“Definitely, they should do,” he said. “We 
encourage patients challenge staff, we have 
improved but we are good enough yet. 

“Hand washing is something that members 
of the public have a right to expect. 

“Some hospitals have been experimenting 
with a red card system, where a red card is 
given to a consultant if they come in without 
washing their hands.” 

Sara Mumford, director of infection control 
and prevention and lead microbiologist at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
agreed with Dr Nash. 

She said: “Absolutely and I think we should 
be challenging visitors as well. 

“It works both ways, if we are asking visitors 
to clean their hands when they come in if they 
see something they think is wrong they should 
tell someone in the department so it can be put 
right there and then.” 

Using the alcogel provided around hospi¬ 
tals and washing your hands regularly with 
liquid soap and water is one of the easiest 
and best ways to help the fight against poten¬ 
tially fatal healthcare acquired infections 
such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Dr Mumford was headhunted to work at the 
west Kent trust in the wake of the damning

Healthcare Commission report into two out¬ 
breaks of C diff at Maidstone, Kent and 
Sussex and Pembury hospitals. 

At least 90 patients died from the superbug 
during the outbreaks and the watchdog’s 
report was highly critical of management, 
infection control and hygiene at the trust. 

The trust has now reduced C diff cases by 40 
per cent and has developed an integrated care 
pathway for patients with the diarrhoea bug 
that is going to be used by the Department of 
Health’s C diff Improvement Team as an 
example of best practice. 

By the end of March the trust is on target to 
have cut MRSA cases by 50 per cent. 

In her previous role as a consultant in com¬ 
municable diseases at the Health Protection 
Agency in Kent, Dr Mumford visited the trust 
during its second outbreak in 2006. 

She said: “Infection control did not have a 
high profile them. When the outbreak began 
the infection control team was under-staffed. 

“It was not caught early enough and it got 
out of control before anyone recognised the 


size of the problem. Now, we’ve put in a huge 
number of strategies to address the problem.” 

The trust has invested £1 million on cleaning 
- with extra staff providing cleaning 24 horns 
a day and hourly toilet cleaning if there is an 
outbreak of for example Norovirus, she said. 

Commodes are cleaned after every use, she 
said, after the Healthcare Commission report¬ 
ed there was a shortage of nurses to clean and 
empty commodes. 

“We also restructured antibiotic regulating so 
that we avoid using broad spectrum antibiotics. 
We target antibiotics to a very narrow spectrum 
that deal with specific bacteria,” she said. 

Alcogel is available at the entrance to the 
trust’s hospitals, at the entries to wards and at 
the end of beds, and everyone is encouraged to 
wash their hands regularly, Dr Mumford said. 

An isolation ward for C diff patients is opening 
at the Kent and Sussex by the end of the month 
and the Cornwallis isolation ward opened at 
Maidstone Hospital at the end of November. 

She said the nurses had become specialists 
in dealing with the infection. 

Patients are given pro-biotic yoghurts, which 
some evidence suggests is beneficial for people 
with C diff, she added.

Uniform behaviour for the NHS and private sector 


NORMAN WILLIAMS from Broad- 
stairs contacted us after reading about 
the hand hygiene campaign. 

He was admitted to Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital last year. 

“I must say at the outset my treat¬ 
ment and the staff were both of great 
help to me and I was discharged after 
a week feeling a lot better. 

“However, and there is always a 
however, I noticed that although alco¬ 


hol hand washers were in all depart¬ 
ments, I rarely saw staff using them to 
any great extent,” said Mr Williams. 

He also raised concerns that nurses, 
kitchen staff and cleaners were leaving 
the hospital in their uniforms and com¬ 
ing back in wearing the same clothes. 

“Last week I attended a private hos¬ 
pital and a nurse told me she had 
been employed in the private sector 
for 22 years and had never worn her 


uniform to or from work. She said if 
she was seen doing this she would be 
dismissed instantly. Surely this could 
be enforced in the NHS?” 

An East Kent Hospitals Trust 
spokeswoman said a policy was plan¬ 
ned stating that staff must not wear 
uniforms home and would have to 
pick them up from the laundry at the 
start of a shift. She was unable to con¬ 
firm when it would be introduced.

Prices and climate change 
flood ns out of the market 


TEN years ago, those looking for a 
house at a competitive price and 
within commuting distance to 
Canterbury, turned to Whitstable. 

You could snap up a three-bed terraced home 
for a shade under £60,000 and live by the sea. 
Canterbury was always a bit on the pricey side. 

But then the worm turned and suddenly 
Whitstable was transformed from sleepy oys¬ 
ter-famed town into the location of choice and 
house prices rocketed accordingly. 

That same little three-bedroom house would 
now fetch around £200,000 - putting it out of 
reach of the first-time buyer even with a gen¬ 
erous and over-optimistic mortgage advisor. 

Remarkably, the price switch dragged the 
town’s property prices up to Canterbury prices. 

So then it was Heme Bay which offered - 
out of the three main towns/cities under 
Canterbury council mle - the option of getting 
on the property ladder. 

But that conclusion was being drawn by 
everyone - buyers and sellers - all at the same 


time and, with about as much surprise as is 
generated by England failing to perform well in 
a major football tournament (ie none at all) the 
prices there started climbing up - and before 
you knew it, the equivalent little three-bed ter¬ 
race also found itself priced astronomically. 

Which begs the question; where do the peo¬ 
ple who bought those homes and now need 
something a bit bigger go? The sad answer, is 
out of the district. 

And that’s a real shame, because however 
much we may moan, Canterbury council is 
generally an excellent local authority, and 
being able to live close to one of the most 
famous cathedral cities in the world is a bit of 
a treat, if we’re honest. 

Now, I’m sure many of the powers-that-be 
welcome this much-discussed change. After 
all, those now able to afford homes in the dis¬ 
trict are pretty much only the well-heeled and 
happy to splash their cash in the coffee house 
and delicatessens which line our streets. 

But there is a danger to all of this. The fam¬ 
ilies who have lived in the areas for years now 
find themselves priced out of the market and 


left with few opportunities to move up and 
stay within their communities. 

It is too late to change this situation. Nor is 
this anything new. But with fractured commu¬ 
nities, comes a lack of community spirit. And 
that is something which must concern us all. 

However, as ever, there could be a twist in 
the tale of the housing revolution. 

And it comes in the form of global warming. 

According to an event run by the 
Environment Agency at the weekend, flooding 
is set to become something of a regular occur¬ 
rence in Whitstable. Certainly those home 
owners who watched the waves of flood water 
lap at their front and back doors last year will 
not find the news particularly comforting. 

Nor will it necessarily attract more former 
London-folk who have decided to commute from 
the sea after trading in their pad in Battersea. 

Although they may just find it the perfect 
venue to moor their boats... so who can tell?

Kent will become like a 
desert in the future 

Unless there is a significant 
improvement in action to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions, South 
East England will be as dry as the 
Sahara by 2030. 

A new report by the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development does not bode well for 
Kent, as Kent tends to be the driest 
part of the South East. 

South East England is more prone 
to temperature variations and 
extreme weather events than other 
parts of the UK, according to 
research done for Green MEP, Dr 
Caroline Lucas. Climate change has 
two key effects: putting more 
moisture in the atmosphere which 
helps to create more extreme 
weather events; moving climatic 
conditions northwards leading to 
longer dry periods. 

Recent history in Kent reflects 
this: Kent has had a hurricane 
(1987), exceptional floods (2000) 
(2007-2008), some of the highest 
temperatures ever recorded in the 
UK (for example, 2003), and periods 
of drought (summer 2003) (April 
2007). 

These have caused enormous 
variations in the productivity of our 
critically important agricultural 
land. We are also at risk with regard 
to the effects of rising sea levels on 


our coastline, especially during 
storm surges and at high tide in the 
Thames Estuary. 

KCC’s Transport Plan states: 

“Kent is acutely exposed to the likely 
impacts of climate change given its 
long coastline, large areas of low- 
lying land, relatively limited water 
resources and special landscapes 
and wildlife.” 

The Kent Transport Plan also 
emphasises the capacity of flooding 
to disrupt both rail and road 
networks. It says: “Energy 
conservation and renewables need 
re-launching to the public by 
councils as progress in reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions has been 
negligible to date.”

Mix of genres keeps Los 
Salvadores' fans guessing

WITH RADIO 1 airplay and a 
national tour in spring, Los Salva¬ 
dores are out to prove that 'weird’ 
works with their unique brand of 
fast multi-genre mayhem. 

The six-piece, who practise in a north Kent 
air-raid shelter, started out as a folk-punk 
band, but varying influences have moulded a 
sound built from a variety of disparate genres. 

Guitarist Marf said: “It’s now a bizarre 
amalgamation of genres forced together to 
form j agged-edged-sing-a-long-folk-rock-core.” 

Incorporating elements of ska, post-hardcore 
and dance, the band include mandolin, banjo 
and keyboards, as well as the more usual bass 
and guitar. 

Combined with aggressive beats and ex¬ 
treme dynamics, audiences are never quite 
sure what is going to happen next. 

Over the last month Los Salvadores’ debut 
album Attack Of The Clones has been 
reviewed in several national music magazines, 
getting four out of five in Big Cheese. 

And despite their unpredictable song con¬ 
struction, the band have become known for 
writing sing-a-long anthems, some of which 
have even been covered by other local acts like 
the Big Fish Community Band on the Isle of 
Sheppey. 

Marf explained that this accessible element 
has always been an important part of the 
band’s ethos. 

He said: “Every time I see someone I don’t 
know singing along to our songs at a gig, it 
means so much to me and is extremely hum¬ 
bling.”

NEW Yorker Scarlett Johansson 
seems to have a thing about play¬ 
ing British royals at the moment. 

In The Other Boleyn Girl she plays Mary, 
Henry VUI’s mistress who is believed to have 
produced his son, but never made it to queen. 

That honour went to her sister Anne, played 
by Natalie Portman, who was later executed 
for her efforts. 

Then later this year she’ll pop up as the ill- 
fated heroine in Mary Queen Of Scots, who 
was bom a year after Mary Boleyn died in 
1543. 

“It’s kind of interesting because this takes 
place some time later but is the same blood¬ 
line, so I guess I’m playing a distant cousin of 
myself,” ponders Scarlett of her latest role. “It’s 
a little bit twisted.” 

The luminous Danish-American star admits 
she only got a smattering of British royal his¬ 
tory in her American education. 

“I remember learning ‘divorced, beheaded, 
died, divorced, beheaded, survived’, that’s 
what I learned about Henry VIII, but it was 
never fully explained,” she laughs. 

“Maybe because Natalie and I are both 
involved with this project it’ll entice the 
younger generation and spark their interest in 
the subject, because it’s a fascinating time in 
history.” 

The Other Boleyn Girl is written by Peter 
Morgan, of The Last King of Scotland fame, 
and based on Philippa Gregory’s best-selling 
fictional account of Henry’s sordid court - it is 
also the film debut of English television direc¬ 
tor Justin Chadwick. 

It was filmed at several historical houses 
and beauty spots across England, including 
Penshurst Place, Dover Castle and Knole 
House in Sevenoaks. 

The Boleyn girls were two sisters of noble

birth who ended up rivals for the notorious 
Henry, with Anne making it to queen but los¬ 
ing her head - and Mary fading into content¬ 
ed anonymity with her commoner second hus¬ 
band. 

There’s debate as to who was older, but Mary 
was credited to be the prettier and Anne the 
more sophisticated. 

Mary famously caught Henry VUI’s eye first 
and her affair with him was a court scandal at 
the time. 

“I think Mary’s happy to be in the king’s 
favour all of a sudden. She gets swept away 
with the grandeur of it all. I tried to bring that 
out in my performance, that she was ambi¬ 
tious at the beginning,” says Scarlett. 

Pulling off a good English accent was a 
major hurdle, one she just about masters. “I’ve

spent a lot of time in London and having fam¬ 
ily there was helpful to me. But it’s definitely 
something you want to nail early so you don’t 
have to think about it when you’re working.” 

In her own life, Scarlett, 23, is rumoured to 
be getting engaged to current boyfriend, 31- 
year-old Canadian actor Ryan Reynolds. 

Adding another string to her bow she will 
release her debut album later this year, 
singing ten Tom Waits covers and an original 
song under the title Anywhere I Lay My Head.

Chancellor urged to 
scrap stamp duty 

THE New Homes Marketing Board is 
calling on the Government to scrap 
stamp duty for struggling first-time 
buyers in today’s Budget. 

David Pretty, chairman of the NHMB 
- established in 1982 to promote the 
benefits to the consumer of new homes - 
said: “I urge the Chancellor to get rid of 
stamp duty for first-time buyers. 

“It would be a welcome boost to hard- 
pressed youngsters and also to the wider 
housing market. 

“The current stamp duty regime now 
represents an unfair tax on young 
buyers who can least afford it. The 
current threshold starts at one per cent 
above £125,000 and rises to three per 
cent over £250,000. This may have been 
reasonable when it was introduced but 
has been savagely eroded in recent 
years by house price inflation. 

“Now it’s a huge extra financial burden 
on young buyers already stretched to the 
limit, adding at least £1,750 to a typical 
first home and over £7,500 in parts of 
London and the South East. 

“Increasing the threshold to £250,000 
for first-time buyers would take the vast 
majority of them out of this tax trap.” 

South East drawing

THE South East is the most popular 
destination for retirees in 2008, according 
to the latest research.

Inland property with good connections 
to towns and cities has become just as 
favourable as coastal areas. The bright 
lights of the city are no longer only 
attracting young professionals, but also 
retirees who want a slice of the action and 
easy access to museums, theatres and 
shops on their doorstep. 

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, said: “Areas that 
have been typically popular among 
retirees such as Devon and Dorset are 
still ranked in the top 10 because of their 
seafront activities and surrounding 
countryside with pretty villages. 

“However, compared with data last 
year which showed coastal destinations 
topped the wish list, it now shows that 
bustling towns and villages in the Home 
Counties are the most highly ranked.” 


COASTAL towns across the county 
are being hailed as the new hot-spots 
for property, according to experts. 

Last week’s Homebuyer and Property 
Investor Show at London’s ExCeL Centre saw 
Chatham, Folkestone and Margate all singled 
out as places to see impressive revivals in 
their fortunes.

Chatham, for example, will be easier to get 
to from the City of London than traditional 
prestige housing area Putney. 

One insider said: “There is certainly an 
attraction to many people in London of 
working and socialising in the capital but 
having a home by the sea. 

“It used to require considerable investments 
as this would have meant obtaining a second 
property. But now the rail service means this 
is not the case. 

“A quick trip down high-speed train lines 
has got to be infinitely preferable to the same 
amount of time struggling through traffic, on 
to a tube, or taking a bus which travels at an 
average speed of 5mph.”

massive regeneration of Rochester Riverside, 
the prestige housing set for Kingsgate and the 
renewed interest in property along Folke¬ 
stone’s Leas.

night’ or whatever they say at the opera house. 

Having sorted out the cosmetics - and boost¬ 
ed reliability recently - the Bravo’s chassis 
and mechanicals show that there was not 
much else wrong at Fiat. 

The engine line-up is impressive, including 
superb diesels. 

Unusually for current times though, the 
limelight has fallen on petrol options and espe¬ 
cially the turbocharged 1.4 T-Jet unit. 

Along with VW, Fiat sees a bright future for 
small capacity turbocharged petrol engines 
with lower consumption and emissions most of 
the time, while punching above their weight 
when extra pace is required. 

Our test car was the 1.4 T-Jet in high spec 
Dynamic trim with the higher output 150bhp 
unit - a 120bhp version is also offered. 

The engine mostly revs beautifully although 
the turbocharger can be jerky, making this car 
quite a flier, helped by a well-sorted chassis set 
up more for sporty handling in the best Italian 
tradition rather than a cosseting ride. 

Along with the Bravo’s looks, this bodes well 
for the eagerly-anticipated Abarth sporting 
flagship, due later in 2008.

THE venues selected in 
Canterbury as potential training 
camps for the London Olympics 
could feel the benefits for years, 
according to a regional 2012 chief. 

The city performed better than 
anywhere else in Kent, with six 
sites included in the London 
Organising Committee’s (LOCOG) 
guide of potential sites, which will 
be distributed to all other Olympic 
associations this summer. 

Padraig Herlihy, South East co¬ 
ordinator for the 2012 Games, 
believes the potential for raising 
the profile of Canterbury’s sport 
facilities is huge. 

He said: “Some teams will want 
to visit in the years before the 
Olympics to acclimatise to the 
weather and the culture so they 
are comfortable for 2012. 

‘We have also got the prospect of 
being used as training camps after 
the Olympics. In 2014 Glasgow 
has the Commonwealth Games. 
Scottish sites are being used for 
the London Olympics, so who is to 
say teams would not use sites in 
the South to prepare beforehand?” 



Herlihy also believes having 
teams from other countries in the 
area will provide a unique chance 
to build lasting bonds. 

He said: “It is not just about 
sport, there are cultural and busi¬ 
ness opportunities. 

“For example, if Canterbury get 
Venezuela they could establish 
links between each other. They 
could build school and community 
links and I would hope if there 
wasn’t a British athlete in a final 
then people in the city would cheer 
on the Venezuelan.”
